CARL FLASH MEETS HIS DEATH
AT BOWLER'S RANCH IN
SMORKY VALLEY

Carl Flash, a native of Germany,
was killed yesterday at Bowler's
ranch In Smoky valley. The news
of the killing was received late in
the afternoon by Justice of the
Peace and ex-officio Coroner H. H.
Atkingon in a telegram sent by the
district attorney and sheriff of Lan-
der county. While the dispatech
was meagre in details it stated that
Flash was resisting an ofMcer when
he met his death.

Flash was In Tonopah about the
Fourth of July and was arrested for
stealing a horse. He was found
guilty and sentenced to pay a fine,
which he did. Later he went to
Manhattan and it is understood he
got into trouble in that camp by
high grading. So it I8 surmised
that some of the Manhattan officials
were attempting to arrest him.

Judge Atkinson telegraphed to
the Lander officials asking that they
have all the witnesses on hand to
testify at the inguest.

He telephoned Judge Foley at
Round Mountain asking him to visit
the scene and hold the Inquest. On
Foley's return additional informe-
tion will be secured.
